After fuftfTer; remarks in a simila 
vein the speaker turned his attention'to the wealthy class 
"What about the rich man?" he asked. "Is he to stand oh th 
'.sidewalk and criticize us because at.times certain of our mem 
bers come forward and under the caption of the People's.Lib 
erty party.or some other high^souhding title ask for.peace 
NOJ the man-with mbney.must come forward, too,vwittv the 


\ mass of the workers, of the nation-'and give of his means so 
.that the cause may triumph."

But.there-was no occasion forintimating that any class of 


American-citizens is entitled (o more credit thairanother for 
supporting the government .at this trying time. There are 
little groups of-so-called pacifists who are mistakenly placing 
some obstacles in .the way, but-the great body of American 
citizens, rich and poor, and whether members of labor organ- 
izations or not, are standing loyally by the government and 
are ready to do everything in their power to strengthen the 
arm it has raised in defense of liberty and justice for the whole 
world. 


Mr..Duncan spoke of the rich criticizing organized labor be- 


• cause at times some of its members take a wrong attitude 
•toward the war, and he should be .aware that some of the 


criticism is based upon fhe attitude of labor toward industries 
which are vitally essential to the successful prosecution of the 
^ar. .Does he not realize that the action of the mechanics of 
the Boston & Maine railroad, who went'oul.on strike a few 
days ago, is not'calculaled to strengthen popular confidence in 
organized labor, and that sf'rikes'and threatened strikes in ship- 
yards where vessels are being constructed for the government 
are exceedingly unpopular with the people of the country at 
such a time as this?

The 'imposing of excess'^o fines, the 


punishment, by death nd imprisonment 
6f Belgian men, women and children 
.in\varrantably accused of treason and 
tsHcr crimes and they deportation of 
lis compatriots into slavery were dls- 
cuased by Mr. do .Leval from the legal 
standpoint. 
. 
; 


N'otwithstanding1 "all the sufferings 


mil tyranny to which the Belgian pop- 
ulation has been subjected," the speak- 
er asserted the peop.lo are as patrloilr 
now as- when In tho early period of 
the war they stemmed ' tho German 
flood at Taiegc. 


"No matter how much thu Caimans' 


have'advertised their victories and how 
powerfully .their military system lias j 
impressed tho Belgian population, "he I 
said "that population is Just as hope- j 
ful as during the first days when the 
cause of civilization will triumph, and 
that tyranny will be crusher) because 
they know that right is might, that 
right is the only might :md chat the 
Lord said 'Hlcsscd are they which hun- 
ger-and thirst after righteousness, for 
they shall he Mlled.' " 
; Mr, de-.L*oval told how the Germans 
tried. to make capital of the 
p.-h Sell, before tlie war hud talten place 
between -tlie Fiemish and "Wuloon ele- 
ments of Belgium—the ones descend- 
.uits of German tribes an<l .tho others 
descendants of the Romans. 


"Since.the very bcglrjnliig, they (tho 


(let'mans) cajoled the Flemish popu- 
laflijn^'^he said. "They tried to niake 
11 holievo that Germany was helping 
their nsplrntions to free themselves of 
the troublesome ones. They told them 
that owing to tho German 
efforts, 


these . AVnlluon clcnieiUs were to be 
sot aside, and the Flemish population 
emerge richer, freer with its own lan- 


uagc In the foreground. 
''But Ihe people did not listen to 


these siren "songs. So, the Germans tul: 
led cumpulsEon to persuasion, and by 
Ihdlr'new* law mudo" one country of 
.he Walloons and one country of tho 
blemish; hoping of cour.so, that after 
tho waV-lhc Flemish population at any 
rate" would be a stepping stone for 
Germany to further conquest. 


'But.this separation Is only on pa- 


per, and Is not and will never be <:u|i- 
pletely obtained. All tho chiefs of the 
lielgian 
departments have 
resigned 


rather than cany 
out such instruc- 


tions, and the Germans, who liad when 


they came into Belgium, promised that 
all agents of tho Belgian government 
continuing their duties would always 
be fVee, if they so desired, to leave 
their 1)0513, are now sending to Ger- 
man prisons the chiefs of those depart1 
monts who have carried out what their 
co'nstlonces told them was.their duty." 


Mr. tie Leval paid tribute to Ameri- 


ca's aid to his country, and especially 
to Brand "Whitlock, former minister'to 
Belgjtim. Ilia- name, ho salrt, .will go 
down in history, adding, "I know thnt 
i]i .no other country of the world, 
much as in America, Is this countrj 
freedom and Justice, do the sufferings 
of tho Belgians nrouse sympathy. You 
iave saved Belgium from starvalloiij 
mcl till the end- of nil time there will 
be in each village of Belgium a memor- 
al put up to remind future generations 
that if the Belgian race has not died 
out, 
honor for Its preservation Is due 


the citizens of free and' generous 


America. 


Mr. do Leval paid a tribute also1 to 


Cardinal Mercier, who, ho said -'stood 
In the country like, a living flag of 
Belgium, 
like a religious king and 


from all the world he.received the hos- 
tage dui; to hln courage and genius." 
The speaker said that one place that 
remained sacred from invasion was the 
church to which the "aim of tho Ger- 
man law .flld not daie to extend .the 
Iron fist." 


Alluding to the 11 ague convention. 


Mr. de Leval quoted article -13, which 
states that the 
military 
authority 


when occupy!ing- 
an enemy country 


will respect the laws of that country 
and make no changes unless there Is 
an absolute necessity." 


"\Vhat Is an nbsoIuto necesslly,? 


Mr. de Leval continued. Unfortunately, 
the Hague convontion gave no defini- 
tion'and the speeches of*ils members 
throw little light on the subject. 


"The Germans have given to 'ab- 


suluto necessity' n wonderful extension. 
If a law js required by which a ma- 
chine can bo taken out of Belgium to 
hu-' used by a German manufacturer 
for no matter what kind of work 


have followed Montesquieu's and Rous- 
seau's teachings, 
which denied 
the 


lawfulness of tho right of conquest. 
It has been generally admitted and tho 
Hague convention 
confirms It, that 


conquest by itself Is merely an act of 
might and gives no permanent right 
to the conqueror over tho occupied 
territory, unless n peace treaty con- 
firms it. But of course, when tho legi- 
timate, ruler of tho 
country can no 


longer enforce his own enactments In 
Ins state and a foreign army occupies 
It. circumstances arise where It is nec- 
essary to modify or even to suppress 
tho existing legislation and replace 
It 


by a more adequate rule. The Hague 
Convention says regarding ihls: 


"Art. .XLHL The authority of legal 


power having passed de facto into the 
handa of the occupant, the latter shall 
take all steps In his power to reestab- 
lish and insure, as far as possible, pub- 
lic order and safety, while respecting, 
unless absolutely prevented, tho laws 
In force In the country." 


."All this roads very well in books, 


but when tested by the facts In Bel- 
gium, the Hague Convention—at any 
•ate In this 
matter—proved almost 


valueless. It Is very nice to say that 
the occupant shall not modify the ex- 
isting law of the occupied territory ex- 
cept In caso of absolute necessity. But. 
as I have already asked, what \G ab- 
solute necessity? It may be a moral— 
or rather immoral—it may be a legal 
or Illegal, It may be an economic nec- 
essity; It may be n political or a mili- 
tary necessity. \\*ho Is to decide? \Vho 
Is to be the jndge of this most perplex- 
ing |ssue? Should the case be decided, 
like an ordinary case, between the gov 
ornment and the citizens, by [he courts 
of the country? Or should the military 
authority submit to no Judge at all, 
and simply say 'It is quite enough If 
I say that there is such a necessity.' " 


"Impotent Hague Conventional" Mr. 


tie Leval exclaimed. "If the gentlemen 
who sat' around the diplomatic tables 
at The Hague, when drafting the rules 
by which the civilized nations bound 
thcniselves. to be 
governed in war, 


cq}ilri;:hcar all tho

blame, 'that -was laid by suffering po- 
pulations on them for what seemed to 
be sq .carelessly drafted rules, they 
would Indeed be unhappy."
